lii the HouBO y«storJay, vhon tlio orclor 
•was called by the Clork for resumption of 
dotato in Committeo on th« Oonstitntion 
Amendmont Bill. Mr. Walkem rose and 
oonteudod tlint the amendments moyea by 
tlio Opposition on Friday wore still de- 
batable. Mr. Speaker ruled that tlioy 
•were not, inaemuch ua tliay bad boou 
killed by the count out resulting from 
the monotonous and soporillo sijoeohoa of 
the senior member for Cariboo and hia 
ooUaague, Mr. Evans. He further ruled 
that any amendm'ent to tho order for go- 
ing into Ooramitteo would bo out of 
order. Tho loader of tho OppoHition ha\- 
ing thu3 ascertained Mr. Speaker's views 
and posseased himself of the fact that any 
amendmont whatever at that time -would 
bo ruled out of order, proceeded to move 
the postponement of debate in Committeo 
on tho Constitution Bill "ao as to permit 
of the House dealing with the Quarty. Act 
iiud other important measures." Tho 
•wily momhor stated that his object in 
moving the reaolutiou [yrna to have hia 
efforts in thejintorests of advancement in 
legislation "placed on record," but -we 
contend hia efiforta were not genuine, and 
anything but sincere, inasmuch as he 
took very good care to first ascertain that 
the resolution ho profepsod to be desirous 
of moving was irrogular, and conso- 
nuently could hav& uo eflfeot. The ex- 
minister, however, appeared highly do_ 
lighted with what he must have imagined 
a clever coup, for he appealed from Mr. 
Speaker's decision, and when the House 
sustained the chair, ho demanded that the 
vote bo recorded, thereby latimatiDg that 
ho •wished it to appear on tho Journals of 
the House that Opposition members •who 
voted against Mr. Speaker's deoisiom— 
himself amongst tho number— were the 
only ones who had the advancement of 
the Quartz Bill and'other public mea- 
sures at heart. But every intelligent 
person knows that the very reverse M 
aotiially tho case. The Government and 
tboir supporters desire the promotion and 
advanoemunt of legislation so as to facili- 
tate the developmeut of Provincial ro- 
aouroes and. had it not been for ttie ob- 
straotiye policy of the Opposition, long 
'erethis many useful and necessary laws 
would have boon passed, not least among 
them being tlie Quartz Act. If Mr 
Walkem thinks theroforo that he can by 
any such ahnliow dodge throw dust to 
blind tho public eye, we take it be has 
made an eggregious miscalculation, for 
the people will see at a glanoe that hiv 
resolution was in reality mere buncombe, 
That he is not desirous of advancing leg- 
islation was ye.sterday, as on former- oe- 
casions, amply demonstrated by the fact 
that ho uongratiilatod his followers on 
their efforts to obstruct by means alike 
unfair and unprecedented the passage of 
the Constitution Amendment Bill -one 
of the best, and most reo[niBite measiiros 
ever introdnced by any Government of 
the Prbvinde. Agafo, if Mr. Walkoin do- 
sires to assist in the passage of the Quartz 
Wining Bill,' why does he still refrain 
from bringing down a report from tho 
Select Committee, to which tho measnre 
was referred for revision. Ho is chair- 
man of the committee, and it is his duty 
to inform the HouRe what has been tho 
Tosulfc of their labors. On u former occa- 
sion wo intimated that the Houao would 
be glad to hour from him on this matter, 
but again we have to ask, Why this 
fiilencei ? Is there anything in the back- 
ground which induces Mr. Walkem to rt- 
tard this measure as well as tho Oonstita- 
tion Amendment Bill? -fWe-hopo notjbut- 
silence is sometimes eloquent. -

Our Fisheries Claim in the IT. 8. Senate. 

The n. S. senate Las began to debate 
the fisheries award. Blaine said theaw^ard 
should not bo paid. IntoroHt on tho 
amount exceeded tho value of all tho fibh 
caupht in British waters. Tho corres- 
poudence called for by hia resolution 
would bhow, on the part of Great Britain 
a design a»d persistent effort to secure 
advantage in the third Comissioner. Eng- 
land insisted that Delafasse should be the 
third commissionor. Our govornmeut 
refused, and aubmittod a list of names in- 
cluding half u dozen foreign ministers at 
W.iahiugtoB. The English government 
refused them all and demanded Delafasse. 
There wore delays of some years ou ac- 
count of tho attempt to negotiate a reci- 
procity treaty, and undur tho treaty of 
Washington tho choice of tho third com- 
missioner then fell to tho Austrian 
ambassador at London, who promptly 
ehoso Delafasse. He wonld not attempt 
to dofiuo the action which tho government 
should take, but if it followed tho preco- 
donts of Great Britain it would utterly 
refuse to pay a single penny, standing on 
both law and equity. The law is a 
mockery and injustice, andiwill work the 
doitruotion of a groat American interest. It 
is asking us to pay annually a million 
dollars to Groat Britain for destroying tho 
groat fishery interest of Amorica and 
further crippling and woakouing us as a 
commercial power. Wo pay Groat Bri- 
tain » million dollars for catching four 
hundred thotisand dollars worth of fish. 
The award is so unjust that respect for it 
is ditlioult. Ho would bo perfectly willing 
to pay double the award to bo rid of tho 
treaty. This v/ould remove all imputa- 
tions of bad faith and in time restore 
soiaething of life to tho trudo. Tho treaty 
even gives way the preforonco formally 
given our own tiahorinen in our uiarkots. 
Ho ciupliatically protoHtc'd against thus 
killing our commerce, lie bulioved Amer- 
ican products should have the best chance 
in the American markcfii, ilo would 
prefer American to Canadian lishermen. 
Hamlin said he did not oppose the losolu 
tion. At tho proper time the result of 
tho fishery commission would be trans 
mittcd to congress with a recommendation 
that niouoy be appropriated. Ho agreed 
with hia colleague (lilaine) that we got 
no equivalent for the money. Tbo honor 
of tho government doiuanded th*t wo 
maintain tho obligation imposcil upon us. 
He didn't desire any projudgmout of tho 
duty of tho aonato. When the time came 
to appropriate) mouo}-, seuators must re 
uioinbor tbo arbitration v/ua finally taken 
by tbe aatent of our govern uieut, and tho 
national honor demanded all requirements 
should be met.

Letter from Cassiar, 



Buck's Landing, March 8tL 1878. 
Editou Colokist: — I arrived at 
"Wrangel on the 16th February; but 
was obliged to remain there till the 
return of the steamer from Sitka as 
some of my castings were missing. All 
the boys who wintered there appear to 
have done woUj no deaths. Capt. W. 
Moore arrived at Wrangel from Glen- 
ora the day I arrived there" I left 
Wrangel on the ice on the 25th Feb- 
ruary. The first two days the barom- 
eter was down below freeziug. The 
wind thou shifted to tbe south with 
rain which continued up to 6th March. 
This made tbo ice so bod that we were 
obliged to cut- trails along the han^s 
and along points half a mile at a 
stretch, and pack all we had on our 
backs. A great number (myself and 
one of my men among them,) fell 
through tho ice; but fortunately no one 
was drowned. Oapt. Moore- passed ub 
on'th'e' Sth'hound for Glenora. John 
MoSenzle and party left Bupks on the 
7th. Met' J. Calbraitb and Sbep Young 
below Buck's— Buck and family ar- 
rived home March 8th. They are the 
Brat of those -who came up on tho 
Otter. I arrived here to-daj with every- 
thing all safe. The ice is reported to 
bo fairly good from here up -with, of 
coariSG, with a few excoptious. There 
aro about twenty-live men who winter- 
ed at Wrangel camped out here. It 
is suov/ing hard at present and we arj' 
sure of staying here a few days. I 
send this to Wrangel by the Indians 
who came up with Buclc.

Any littlo 
child would know who tho people are and 
tho hon. gentleman need not thoroforo 
have taken half un hour. If this bill wcro 
submitted to the people it could only bu 
done by a general election and in that 
oaeo there would be 25 members again ro- 
tnrnsd who would, if thsy passed the bill, 
have to go to tho country again at onoe. 
thus making two general elections neceS' 
sary within some throe or four months 
That was the way hon. goutlemcu shoult 
look at it, and the way it should bo point 
ed out to tho voters. 

Mr. Humphreys followed; but at *J.-15 
p.m., iifter tho hpu. gentleman had spok 
•n for a few minntes and most of the 
motribers had loft thoir seats, the Houso 
was counted out nud tho Chi!ii mi\n of tlio 
Committee loft tho Chair.

Tidal Wave at Cape Flattery. 

Tlie Oregonian gives tho following ao- 
couut of a heavy beach comber which 
swept Cape Flattery boaoh a few days ago: 
"Last Thursday, March 7th, during a 
galo, tho sea swept tho entire beach on 
this island, carrying ofl' tho boat houso at 
this station, togetlior with the boat and all 
the fixtures. At 3 o'clock jj.m. one of the 
assistants went on tho beach to securo a 
few pieces of lumber, when the sea oamo 
in like a tidal wave, sweeping the beaob at 
least twelve foet higher than ever noticed 
bfiforo. It took the assistant off twico 
and back bofoie he could get out of tho 
watc'r. Some ouo gavo the alarm, and ho 
was mot only a fow fcot from tho water, 
nearly oxhaustod. Tho canoe vaa moved 
about 30 feetbeforo tho lighthouse keeper 
reached tho boaoh. Axes were procured 
to cut the boards off the boat house in 
order to save tho boat; but before a single 
one could bo got ofl" tho alarm Avas given 
again, and tho men scarcely had time to 
get out of the surf when the sea rolled in 
again and swept tho houso clear off the 
beaoh. Tho next day tho men recovered 
the winch and oars. The balanoe is a total 
loss"

luok-a-cuok aifd Chilliwhack Bivers. 

Appended is the report of a Committoo 
of settlers appointed to exomine and report 

on the state of tho above named rivers: 

'Wa tho undersigned Committee ap- 
pointed at a public meeting hold by all 
tho settlers in tho neighborhood of and af- 
fected by the Chilliwhackand Luck-a-cuok 
rivurd do make our ropoit as follows: Wo 
find that from iU mouth to a littlo below 
the bend ou Mr. Wells' farm, about three 
quarters of a mile above tho lower Luok- 
a-ouckliridge, it overflows its banks in 
times of freshets. From that point to a 
littlo above upper Luck-a-ouck bridge tbe 
channel is very dead and constantly 
changing its course from one side to the 
other, on account of drift timber which 
forms jams ond throws the current to the 
opposite side wearing the banks and 
damaging muoh property. Tbe width hero 
between tho banks would average 300 feet. 
From the upper Luck-a-cuok bridge to 
tho mountain is a succession of jams, and 
although now it is within a fsw inches of 
low water wo find that the banks ^or over 
half a milo are nearly full. Six inches of 
a raiso would overflow the banks in many 
places and 18 inches would overflow the 
banks for half a mile. The Ata-a-litz is 
receiving at this atago of water a stream 
six feet wide and one foot deep. Voddor 
ereok is also rsceiving a stream 30 feet 
wide and 2 feet deep or one-fifth of the 
wholo Chilliwhack water. We by tho ap- 
pearance of tho locality and from the water 
marks on the trees; think that at le^t one 
third of all the Ohilliwhack water in 
times of extreme freshet finds its way in- 
to Vedder Crook as it would thou bo about 
300 yards wide and from two to eight foet 
deep. The Ats-a-litz at times of extreme 
freshet receives ouo half as much as 
Vedder Creek. To construct dykes across 
Vodder Creek and Ats-n-liCz without first 
preparing a channel to receive their waters 
would certainly in our opinion oanao the 
dostruotion of a large amount of valuable 
property. The jams in tho Luck-a cuck 
are now throwing part of its waters into 
new channels which How into tho old 
Chilliwhack. Should the jams increase 
those streams would overflow thoir banks 
and flood a number of farms lying along 
the Chilliwhack river. It would also flow 
to the west crossing to a number of farms 
and find its way into the Ats-a-litzon Mrs. 
Evans' farm. Tho two truss bridges, G6 
by 70 foot span, constructed at a cost of 
S_l,800, would either be swept away or the 
river would wash around them making 
new channels to be bridged.
